On  April  12,  1862,  James  J.  Andrews  and  a  team 
of  Union  raiders  captured  the  locomotive 
"General"  at  Big  Shanty,  Georgia  (now  Kennesaw 
and  Headed  north  in  one  of  the  most  thrilling 
exploits  of  the  Civil  War.  Their  plan  was  to 
burn  bridges  as  they  returned  and  cut  off  sup¬ 
ply  lines  to  the  Confederate  Army  in  the 
north . 

What  is  now  called  the  "Great  Locomotive 
Chase"  ensued  when  the  General's  Confederate 
train  crew  led  by  Captain  William  A.  Fuller, 
commandeered  the  engine  "Texas"  and  gave 
chase  to  the  Union  raiders. 

The  Union  raiders  were  overtaken  near  Chat¬ 
tanooga,  Tennessee,  and  the  "General"  was 
rescued.  Some  of  the  raiders  were  hung, 
some  escaped,  and  some  were  later  exchanged 
as  prisoners  of  war. 

The  "General"  survived  the  Battle  of  Atlanta 
and  served  throughout  the  war.  It  was  dis¬ 
played  in  Chattanooga  for  many  years  but 
after  a  controversial  three  year  court  bat¬ 
tle  with  the  citizens  there,  possession  was 
granted  to  the  L  &  N  Railroad,  who  returned 
it  to  its  original  home  at  Kennesaw.  It  is 
now  in  a. museum  there  within  100  yards  of 
where  the  "Great  Locomotive  Chase"  began. 

The  first  General  that  was  struck  was  found 
to  be  the  wrong  locomotive.  10,000  of  this 
type  were  struck,  with  sorne  of  them  selling 
for  over  $100,00.  The  mistake  was  corrected 
and  then  on  the  correct  locomotive,  the 
wrong  letters  were  stamped  for  the  railroad 
it  represented.  It  should  have  read  W&ARR 
instead  it  read  W&AARR  railroad,  thus  mak¬ 
ing  two  mistakes  for  the  same  bar.  Current¬ 
ly,  the  wrong  locomotive  is  selling  at  the 
same  price,  except  for  the  gold  plated  bar.

INFO  BITS 


CANCELED  BARS 

"Article  by  Duane  Spellman  in  the  June  1976  Limited  Edition” 


Is  a  Canceled  bar  a  good  investment?.  If  the  bar  is  purchased  only  for  investment 
purposes,  it  js  not  a  good  investment.  If  buying  a  "Canceled"  bar  for  part  of  a  collection 
and  display  purposes,  it  is  a  Good  Investment. 

A  canceled  bar  is  the  only  proof  that  the  original  producing  die  has  been  destroyed.  This 
is  not  necessary  when  the  original  bar  has  a  serial  number.  The  numbers  on  the  bar  give 
the  buyer  the  needed  protection  needed  to  justify  the  extra  purchase  price.  A  mint  could 
not  afford  to  produce  extra  bars  or  duplicate  serial  numbers  without  exposing  the  mint 
to  law  suit  by  some  unhappy  collector. 

The  cost  of  striking  a  canceled  bar  can  be  expensive.  Most  press  and  tooling  operations 
require  at  least  30  minutes  for  "Set-Up".  The  press  is  generally  operated  by  two 
employees.  The  die  has  to  be  burnished  and  engraved  to  show  that  it  has  been  canceled. 
USSC  engraves  "CANCELED"  across  the  face  of  the  die.  Two  of  USSC's  bars  have 
been  canceled  in  other  ways. 

Take  a  look  at  the  cost  of  canceled  bars.  Average  tooling  and  set-up  is  $35.00,  9  Letters 
costs  $2.00  per  character  or  $18.00.  One  hour  of  press  time  costs  $12.00.  Wages  for  two 
people  have  an  approximation  of  $12.00.  We  have  a  cost  of  $77.00  which  doesn't  seem 
like  much,  but  the  average  run  is  only  10  bars.  If  we  average  the  cost  over  each  bar,  we 
find  that  each  of  the  bars  costs  $7.70  --  Silver  required  to  strike  these  bars  will  average 
about  $4.50  .  Add  an  additional  cost  of  40  cents  for  fabrication  and  polishing.  Adding 
all  these  costs,  we  find  that  the  cost  is  $12.60  for  minting  the  10  bars. 

This  justifies  the  costs  most  mints  charge  for  canceled  bars,  but  doesn’t  this  bar  as  a  good 
investment. 

Canceled  bar  mintages  are  always  low,  but  who  can  say  that  more  will  not  be  struck?. 
The  canceled  die  prevents  the  original  bar  from  being  struck  again,  but  there  is  no 
prevention  against  more  re-strikes  of  the  Canceled  bar.  Do  we  cancel  the  canceled  die?. 

When  USSC  minted  the  "Kitty  Hawk’  (First  bar  of  their  flight  series)  they  canceled  the 
die  as  usual  and  minted  10  pieces  of  the  canceled  bar.  Then  to  prove  a  point,  the  die  was 
again  engraved  with  another  Canceled  across  the  first  "Canceled".  We  now  know  that  10 

canceled  bars  exist,  but  how  many  Canceled  -  Canceled  bars  exist?.  USSC 
minted  20  of  these  bars,  but  as  long  as  the  die  exists  more  could  be 


minted.

"I  am  indeed  grateful  that  you  accept  me  as  a  member 
of  the  I.A.S.A.C.  I  would  like  to  tell  something 
about  my  silver  collections. 

Aside  from  my  collection  of  old  and  rare  ooins  (Spanish- 
Philippines  and  US-Philippines  colonial  ooins)  I  also 
have  a  wide  collection  of  silver  items.  These  are 
various  pieces  made  out  of  the  1903-1912  One  Peso  US- 
Philippine  coins.  1958  marks  the  end  of  the  US-Philip- 
pinw  colonial  silver  coinage  when  the  Central  Bank  of 
the  Philippines  issued  ooins  of  the  "English  Series" 
made  up  of  nickel -brass.  The  demonetized  silver  peso 
ooins  worth  millions  of  dollars  diminished  and  we~e 
melted  down  because  of  their  high  silver  content.  These 
were  made  into  exquisite  and  unique  native  ornaments 
(rings,  earrings,  decorations,  etc.)  which  I  began 
collecting  in  the  1970's. 

I  also  have  a  collection  of  the  rare  Homma  Medals. 

Prior  to  World  War  II,  over  15  million  silver  pesos 
were  crated  and  dumped  into  the  sea  off  the  Philippine 
Gorregidor  Island  so  that  they  would  not  be  captured 
by  the  Japanese.  Many  of  these  coins  are  the  rare 
1906  One  Peso  US-Philippine  coins.  The  salvage  opera¬ 
tion  by  the  Japanese  resulted  in  the  death  of  many 
Filipino  and  American  POW  soldiers.  The  Japanese  man¬ 
aged  to  recover  an  estimated  2  million  coins.  The 
recovered  coins  were  restruck  as  medals  for  the  Japanese 
Imperial  Army.  These  are  known  as  Hcmma  Medals,  named 
after  General  Masaharu  Hama,  World  War  II  Commander 
of  Asia.  Medals  like  this  are  extremely  hard  to  find  in 
the  Philippines,  thus,  considered  rare  and  precious. 

I  hope  that  I.A.S.A.C.  members  will  be  interested  in  my 
silver  collections.  Members  of  the  I.A.S.A.C.  who  are 
interested  to  visit  the  Philippines  are  Welcome.  They 
may  call  me  for  assistance  or  as  a  tourist  guide."

"I  have  been  collecting  nearly  anything  round  since  the 
late  1950's.  I  am  deep  into  American  coins;  Canadian, 

USA  and  Mexican.  My  USA  collection  is  extensive  from 
1800  to  date  and  my  Canadian  is  90%  complete.  Mexican 
is  about  30%  started. 

I  also  collect  silver  crowns  worldwide.  A  new  project 
has  been  getting  representative  coins,  both  silver  and 
non-silver,  from  every  country  as  listed  in  the  "Stan¬ 
dard  Catalog  of  World  Coins."  This  should  keep  me 
occupied  the  rest  of  my  days. 

I  also  collect  encased  and  elongated  coins  plus  US  and 
world  proof  sets.  Collecting  silver  bars  and  rounds  is 
my  latest  addiction.  So  far  I've  been  able  to  collect 
480  different  rounds  and  295  different  bars,  not  counting 
various  Franklin  Mint  sets.  In  putting  together  this 
collection,  I  pay  close  to  melt,  staying  away  from  very 
high  premium  issues.  Like  encased  and  elongated  coins, 

I  have  found  the  active  collector  base  very  thin  and  far- 
flung  across  the  nation,  thusly  not  warranting  expendi¬ 
tures  far  above  the  item's  intrinsic  value.  Having  said 
this,  I  have  purchased  a  number  of  low  mintage  rounds 
issued  for  various  occasions  or  events  for  a  dollar  or 
two  above  melt,  down  substantially  below  the  $25  to  $50 
issue  price. 

Same  goes  for  buying  art  bars  at  prices  at  a  small  per¬ 
centage  of  Kidd's  Silver  Art  Bar  guide.  I  guess  I  am 
attempting  to  say  that  I  collect  these  silver  jewels  for 
their  beauty  and  interesting  topics  instead  of  the  pro¬ 
spect  of  future  value,  while  keeping  in  mind  not  wanting 
to  take  a  deep  loss  should  I  decide  or  need  to  sell  them. 

I  look  forward  to  a  long,  happy  association  with  my 
fellow  members  of  IASAC.  One  question  that  I  do  ponder 
is,  will  a  guide  such  as  Kidd's  be  written  for  silver 
rounds? 

Thanks  for  the  opportunity  to  talk  about  my  collections.
